A Building Used by the City Government 
at Augusta, Me., Destroyed. 

Avausta, Me., Dec. 30,—Granite Hall, a 
granite building on Water street, owned by 
J. Homan, burned this morning. The 
third floor was used as an opera- 
house, the second by the city gov- 
ernment and Weeks & Blanchard, and the first 
by a number of small stores. The loss is 
about 850,000; insurance on the building, $17,- 
500. All the city government’s documents 
were saved. 

Frerport, III., Dec. 30,—Serf & Mitchell’s 
flour and feed mill was burned early this 
morning. The loss will be $15,000; insured for 


0. 80. —About 2 0 ‘clock this 
morning the 8 City Stove were en- 
tirely destroyed by fire, caused by an explosion, 
of natural gas within the building. The smell 
of escaping gas was perceptible forseveraldays, 
and during last hight these buildings became 
filled with it and the explosion resulted.

A Polytechnic Institute to Be Established 
—The Fund Has Been Accumulating 
‘Since 1877 and Now Amounts to $1,- 
100,000—Branches to Be Taught—About 
1,000 Pupils Will Be Accommodated— 
Mrs. Hetty Green Redeems the Town of 
Negotiations which have been practically 

completed between O. W. Barrett and the 

trustees of the Allen C. Lewis trust fund may 


Allen C. Lewis died in 1877, Reg rig 


The institute ae planned by Mr. Lewis is to 
include reading-rooms and schools for young 
men and women, in which shall be taught 
branches not taught in the public schools. 
The plan also contemplates free lectures on 
the arts, sciences, and natural philosophy. 
Mr. Lewis left six lots at the southwest corner 
of Union and Randolph streets to be used as 
a site. Provision was made for the sale of 
this corner and the purchase of another site 
in case the first was not considered suitable. 


A Different Site Preferred. 


For a number of reasons this corner is not 
considered suitable for a siteof an institution 
such as is contemplated in the will of Mr. 
Lewis. During the last two years negotia- 
tions have been under way at different times 
for a suitable site. About a year ago the 
trustees i secured the Carpenter 
Block, but were unable to consummate the 
purchase. Later the trustees considered the 
purchase of the Shufeldt Block, just west of 


the Barrett Block, which they have now 


secured. 

The block now under contract is known as 
the Deacon Hoard homestead, and has been 
owned by Mr. Barrett since 1874. It has a 


frontage of 201 feet on Van Buren street by 


165 feet on Morgan street. The only build- 
ings now on the land are the old homestead 
and a few flat buildings. 

The trustees now have at their disposal, in- 
cluding the Randolph street corner, a fund 
amounting to $1,100,000, an amount sufficient 
to carry out the plans of Mr. Lewis in estab- 
lishing a sehoul of technology which will be 
second to none. Between $150,000 and $200,-

A number of causes have combined to re- 
tard action in consummating this enterprise.

Two hundred and fifty thousand dollars for 
buildings, $50,000 for books, and a fund of 


$500,000 to sustain the enterprise. It was 


understood that an annual income of $50,000 
would be realized. The rates of interest on 
investments have been such as to reduce the 
income below the $50,000 point until within 
the last few years. 

The school is to be extensive enough to ac- 
commodate 1,000 pupils in day and evening 
classes. It is specially intended to furnish a 
higher but strictly practical education. It will 
include manual training and business educa- 
tion, with the departments of studies taught 
in the Boston School of Technology. The 
trustees propose having a committee of promi- 
nent educators outline a course of study for 
the school and then erect buildings with refer- 
ence to the requirements. 


HETTY GREEN SAVES A TOWN. 


She Furnishes $182,000 té Redeem Cole- 
hour from a Mortgage Foreclosure, 
Just before daybreak Mrs. Hetty R. Green 
stepped from the Southern Hotel and walked 
rapidly to the first suburban train for South 
Chicago. At One Hundred ahd Second street 
she got off the train and walked through the 

Town of Colehour. 

There are 400 lots in Colehour and Mrs. 
Green saw them all. The metes and bounds 
of every one were stored within her mind be- 
fore the day had fairly dawned. There are 
8,200 people in Colehour, and when they were 
astir Mrs. Green was already journeying to 
her office in the Owings Building. 

The Town of Colehour has long been sore 
afflicted with the leprosy of litigation. The 
title to its existence has been rehearsed from 
Circuit to Superior and from Chancery to the 
Supreme Court. But while lawyers opposed 
and Judges disposed, seventy-one lots were 
held on abstracts reciting deeds of trusts and 
lists of certificates and mortgages. 

The property originally was granted to the 
Ewing family of Ohio. From them a certain 
tenure passed to Gen, Henry F. and Robert 
D. Clark. Charles W. Colehour bought the 
tract from the Clarks in 1871. The settle- 
ment of the deeds of trust from Colehour to 
the Clarks furnished a good livelihood for sev- 
eral attorneys from 1881 to 1889. 

December last this portion of South Chi- 
cago was sold under a foreclosure. The land 
was bought in by Joseph H. Speer. The par 
ties in-interest were given a year within which 
to redeem. In June last, in the suit of Cole- 
hour vs. Roby, the Title Guarantee and Trust 
company was appointed receiver of the prop- 
erty with instructions to. pay its $182,000 debt 
and interest and perfect the title of lot-hold- 
ers.

THE INDIAN TROUBLES. 

It is not pleasant intelligence which comes 
from the scene of the Indian troubles. Either 
in revenge for the death of Sitting Bull or en- 
raged because the soldiers were about to dis- 
arm them.

he can gather up at the moment when he finds 
it impossible longer to conceal his crime. ~* 
This theory enables one to account for the 
previously noted fact that embezzlers con- 
tinue to crop out about as numerously as ever, 
though they can no longer count on immunity 
by taking a trip of a few hundred miles or 
less in a northerly direction. As a rule, the 


man who is guilty of this form of fraud does 


not calculate on it beforehand. The difficulty 
comes on him like a flash, and he must either 
run or take the consequences. He begins 
with a crime, though he may not think it one, 
nor realize that fact till itis too late to re- 
cede. He thinks he sees a chance to become 
rich by the investment of a comparatively 
small amount, and not having enough of his 
own takes some that does not belong to him. 
He goes in deeper and deeper, and then a sud- 
den turn in the market brings a big deficit 
staring him in the face. Whether he gives up 
then or not till after he has gone still further 
into the mire is only a question of time and 
circurnstance. The end comes surely, and all 
too soon both for the criminal and those whom 
he has 10bbed. 

The figures alluded to do not include bank 
failures, many of which occur through defalca- 
tions, nor forgeries; nor do they include the 
large number of émbezzlements which are 
condoned by the principal sufferers. If 
they were counted in the total would be much 
greater, but the morale of the process would 
be the same. Premeditated crime may be the 
rule with those who make a business of it, but 
is the exception among the men who use 
places of trust as positions from which to rob 
the persons or corporations whe confide in 
them. In nearly every case the animus of the 
crime was what might at first seem to be a 
laudable wish to grow rich by a more rapid 
process than the slow one of earning the 
money by work. The path that lies open for 
it is the gambling one, It may be at the faro 
bank, or persistent speculation on the board, 
or the taking of a flyer in stocks or grain. 
If the first venture be a winning one so much 
the worse, as it tempts toa bigger invest- 
ment than would have been risked but for 
the false confidence gained by winning of the 
early stakes. The downward road once en- 
tered on the victim finds the descent rapid if 


not easy, and presently all is lost, even honor. 


Far better not to take the first step though 
there were a possibility of retracing it. The 
venture is all the more to be deprecated in the 
absence of assurance that he who risks the 
money of others will ever be able tore 
place it. 


INTERNATIONAL ROYALTY. 

We print elsewhere the full text of the bill 
introdueed in the Senate Monday by Senator 
Teller providing for the compensation of for- 
eign authors for the use of copyright in the 
United States. The bill was drawn originally 
by Mr. John W. Ela, an attorney of this city, 
who has given much attention to the copy- 
right question, and presents a reasonable, 
equitable, and practical method of solving the 
problém of just compensation to foreign au- 
thors. As compared with the trust-monopoly 
Simonds bill passed in the House the Senate 
should not hesitate in choosing between the 
two. | 
The Teller bill applies equally to literature, 
art, and music, and forbids the sale, importa- 
tion. or publication of any foreign work with- 
out filing with the courts a bond to make re- 
ports of sales and moneys received at stated 
iutervals and to deposit not less than 5 nor 
more than 10 per cent on the selling price of 
the book as royalty to be paid to the author. 
These provisions will not apply te matter un- 
copyrighted abroad, and the copyright is to be 
good for twenty-eight years. The bill further 
provides that in any violation of these pro- 
visions forfeiture of stock and payment of 
such damages as the author may recover in a 
civil action shall follow, and it further pro- 
tects the author by giving the courts power to 
compel the production of books and accounts 


and to restrain publication by injunction until 


the provisions of the law are complied with. 
This is.a fair, just, and reasonabie measure. 
It will make the publication of foreign works 
absolutely free, and at the same time it guards 
the rights of the authors and gives. them fair 
compensation. The foreign author will stand 
upon the same level with the American 
author. Instead of doubling and trebling the 
price of a book, as will happen if the Simonds 
bill becomes a law, the publishers will add 
only the royalty to the selling price of the

It is the inev- 
itable outcome of any scientific discovery that 
numerous imitations and delusions, besides 
actual counterfeits and humbugs, follow in its 
train. These must be sifted carefully, and the 
physician who does not thoroughly and frank- 
ly state all the details of his remedy cannot 
complain if the public fails to have confidence 
in it. :

Connur rox is running riot in Cuba. Some- 


body there is making à big profit out of large 
quantities of petroleum imported from the 
United States, mostly through the Ports of 
Baracoa and Havana. Crude oil is required to 
pay a duty of only 23 cents per 220 pounds (100 
kilos), while refined is charged with a duty of 
$1.76 per box of ten gallons. This is supposed

It is said that the refiners”’ 
are asking for the imposition of a still higher 
duty on the imported article, which, if grant- 
ed, will enable them still more rapidly to pile 
‘up colossal fortunes at the public expense and 
make the Spanish Government a stalking 
horse for the furtherance of their own ends,

would consume much more of the product if 
they could get it on reasonable terms instead 
of being obliged to pay for it 40 to 45 cents 
per gallon at wholesale, as is the case now. 


Juve Torx and other legal gentlemen in- 
terested in the subject of ballot reform are 
understood to be preparing a bill for the in- 
troduction of the Australian ballot system in 
Illinois.

SENATOR WOLCOTT OPPOSES THE FED- 
ERAL ELECTION BILL. 


‘The Colorado Senator Says the Bill Would 
Work Hardship and Injustice to the 
South and Should Not Be Passed—He 
Thinks the Whites Should Rule—Sena- 


Senator Wolcott of Colorado made his second 
set speech today. Asa bit of oratory it was 
well received and it vindicated Mr. Wolcott’s 
right to take rank among the leading speakers 
of the Senate. While the sentiments uttered 
were radical enough from a party standpoint, 
the delivery was moderate enough. Senator 
Woleott was first heard in opposition to the 
National Administration. Today there was 
less personality in his remarks, but he. found 
himself talking against what has become a 
party measure. The undercurrent of his op- 
position to the Election bill was that it might 
be right as an abstract proposition, but as a 
legislative object it was inexpedient. Senator 
Wolcott’s criticism of the way the bill has 
been mismanaged was just enough, for 
the same criticism has been heard from its 
friends. But the Colorado Senator in recit- 
ing the other business that has been blocked 
made it plain that one of his strongest objec- 
tions to the Election bill was that it stood in 
the way of silver legislation. The supporters 
of the measure took up this criticism and pri- 
vately made the point that the silver Senators 
were not interested in anything oxcept the 
material interests of their section. At one 
point in his speech Senator Wolcott 8 
the beneficial results which the McKinley Tar- 
iff bill would bring the Republican party_two 

ears hence. He said it in earnest, but Ma). 

cKinley, who was sittmg near, smiled a 
doubtful sort of a smile. Senator Wolcott 
was congratulated by Cush Davis, Plumb, 
Teller, and others who lean to his view on the 
Election bill, but Senators who sharply differ 
on that question also added their words of 
praise. 

The roli-call showed the presence of only 
seventeen Senators and the Sergeant-at-Arms 
was directed to request the attendance of ab- 
sentees. It was 11 o’clock before a quorum 
(forty-four) was secured and before the jour- 
nal of yesterday was read. 

The Vice-President then laid before the 

Senate the credentials of Mr. Frederick T. 
Dubois as Senator from the State of Idaho 
for the term beginning March 4, 1891. They 
were referred to the Committee on Privileges 
and Elections. 
Then, the morning hour having expired, the 
Senate resumed consideration of the Election 
bill and Mr. Hoar continued his speech, com- 
menced yesterday, in its advocacy. 

Mr. Hoar reminded Southern Senators that 
they had pledged not merely their official 
— * but their honor as men that they would 
give their devotion to the constitutional 
amendments if they were only let back into 
their old condition in the Union, free from 
the consequences of rebellion, and now they. 
were denouncing those constitutional amend- 
ments as a stupendous crime and blunder.” 

Mr, Hoar ed the Copiah massacre in 
Mississippi, the murder of Matthews, a 
kindly citizen and an excellent neighbor, in 
the act of casting his ballot,’’ and the bur ning 
of his widow’s house, and said that within the 
present Christmas season, in the time of 

peace on earth and good will to men,“ that 
widow’s son, the Republican Postmaster, a 
young man of 21, had been shot down in the 
streets of Carrollton, the home of Senator 


rge. : 

In conclusion Mr. Hoar addressed himself 
directly to Southern Senators and said: 

You have tried eve ing else. Now try jus- 
tice. You have exhaus orery policy and 
failed. This terrible question will not down. 
Your people have listened too long to the evil 
counselors who led them into rebellion, into war, 
into poverty, into crime. Let them listen now to 
the counsels of the test orator of antiquity : 
“Justice is itself the great standing policy of 
civil society and any eminent departure from it, 
under any circumstances, lies under the suspicion 
of being no policy at all.’ 

Why Wolcott Is Against It, 


Mr. Wolcott then made an animated speech 
against the bill, attracting the closest atten- 
tion from its tirst sentence to its last. It was, 
he said, a source of great regret to him to be 
called upon to differ from any considerable 
number of his party, and to decline to take 
the path which the older leaders pointed out. 
It was proper that the reasons which impelled 
that difference be fairly stated. The present 
was uot an opportune time for the bill. 
Nearly one-third of the session was through 
and daylight was not yet visible. 
There were, before the Senate measures 
of vast importance that would fail, for 
another year at least, unless they- were now 
acted upon. Among the measures awaiting 
action Mr. Wolcott mentioned the Silver bill, 
the Apportionment bill, the Pure-Food bill 
the Copyright bill, and the Private Land 
Court bill. We stand? he said, in the shadow 
of a great financial disaster. The people turn 
to Congress for relief, They want the assur- 
ance either that there will be no legislation on 
the financial subject (so that they can set 
their houses in order) or that they 
will receive an adequate medium 
of circulation for the transaction of 
their business.
